Gentlemen, 

Godmanchester  is  a Borough  situate  on  the  south  side  of 
the  river  Ouse,  with  an  area  of  4,659  acres.  The  Borough 
proper  is  located  on  the  banks  of  the  river  with  many  strag- 
gling streets  and  lanes,  and  spreading  over  a considerable 
acreage,  flanked  on  the  east  and  west  by  extensive  commons, 
which  are  at  times  flooded. 

The  rising  ground  on  the  Southern  side  of  the  Borough  is 
dotted  with  farm-houses  and  homesteads.  The  soil  of  the 
Borough  proper  is  gravel,  and  that  of  the  higher  ground 
Oxford  Clay. 

Population  2135. 

It  is  a purely  agricultural  district.  A flour  Mill  is  the  only 
manufactory  of  any  size  in  the  Borough. 

House  accommodation  for  the  labouring  classes  is  of  a 
mixed  character.  The  old  thatched  cottages  are  gradually 
being  re-placed  by  more  modern  dwelling-houses,  and  the 
house  accommodation  is  generally  improving.  'There  is  plenty 
of  open  space  about  the  houses,  the  cleanliness  of  the  surround- 
ings in  some  places  is  not  of  a high  class,  the  yards  being 
imperfectly  paved  and  gravelled.  The  gravelling  of  the  yards 
shows  much  improvement. 

Poor  Law  Medical  relief  is  utilized  to  a fair  extent, 
principally  amongst  the  older  inhabitants,  also  the  Huntingdon 
County  Hospital  is  used  both  by  Out  and  In-door  patients. 
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Water  Supply. 

Water  is  obtained  from  shallow  wells  sunk  in  the  gravel  of 
the  Ouse  valley  ; this  is  liable  lo  pollution.  Notices  have  been 
posted  on  all  the  pumps  advising  the  inhabitants  to  boil  their 
water  before  using  it  for  drinking  purposes. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  effluent  of  the  Sewers  runs  into  the  River  Ouse  after 
having  travelled  about  a mile  and  a half,  very  little  solid 
matter  passes  through  the  drains,  as  it  is  carted  out  of  the 
Borough. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  is  a complete  system  of  sewerage  and  drainage 
with  a thorough  system  of  flushing  at  the  distal  end  of  each 
sewer. 

There  are  470  pail  and  Tub  closets  and  35  water  closets. 

Very  little  foecal  matter  passes  through  the  sewers. 

Scavenging. 

Refuse  is  carted  out  of  the  Borough  by  the  staff  of  the 
Corporation  and  disposed  of  in  a distant  field  remote  from  any 
chance  of  water  contamination. 

Inspections. 

In  December  last  I made  a general  inspection  of  the  district 
accompanied  by  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  I have  made 
other  Inspections  when  diseases  and  nuisances  existed  to  which 
my  attention  had  been  called. 

Nuisance  Inspection  is  embodied  in  the  Sanitary  Officer’s 
Report,  vide  page  14. 
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Lodging  House,  &c. 

One  registered  Lodging  House,  the  Slaughter  Houses, 
Bakehouses  (all  above  ground),  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Milkshops 

and  Factories  (of  which  only  one  now  exists,  a Flour  Mill,  are 
regularly  visited  by  the  Inspector. 

Housing. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a temporary  scarcity  of  houses 
in  the  district  owing  to  the  war. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  has  been  dealt  with.  No  new 
houses  have  been  built  during  the  year. 

62  houses  were  inspected  and  minor  defects  found  in  six,  all 
of  which  were  remedied. 


Schools. 

The  Schools  are  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  milk  supply  is  wholesome.  Nine  samples  were  sent  for 
analysis  during  the  the  year.  Six  samples  were  genuine,  one 
was  adulterated  with  eight  per  cent,  of  water,  one  with  one 
per  cent,  and  one  with  18  per  cent.,  in  this  case  proceedings 
were  taken  and  a fine  of  two  pounds  and  two  shillings  costs 
inflicted.  The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  generally  in  good 
condition,  and  there  are  many  acres  of  commons  and  grazing 
land  which  is  conducive  to  the  healthiness  of  the  cows. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  Veterinary  Inspection  of  Cows. 
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Food  Supply. 

One  sample  of  butter  was  sent  for  analysis,  and  found  to  be 
genuine. 

No  Carcases  were  condemned  for  Tuberculosis. 

Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

There  has  been  a great  immunity  from  infectious  diseases 
during  the  past  year.  Only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  having 
been  notified. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

No  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  provided.  I hope  your 
Authority  may  see  your  way  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases  at  the  Huntingdon  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  your  Inspector  principally  by 
means  of  the  Formic  Aldehyde  Lamp. 

Antitoxin. 

Antitoxin  is  stored  at  the  Police  Station,  Huntingdon,  and 
can  always  be  obtained  at  short  notice. 

T uberculosis. 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Both  cases  were  sent  away  for  Sanatorium  Treat- 
ment. One  has  returned  having  derived  great  benefit  and  the 
second  one  is  still  under  treatment.  Spitting  flasks  are  provided 
when  lequned.  In  case  of  death  from  Tuberculosis  the  houses 
are  disinfected. 

Births  and  Deaths. 

During  the  year  the  births  of  42  children  have  been  registered, 
21  males  and  21  females.  An  average  of  19  6 per  1000  persons 
living. 
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The  deaths  of  22  persons  residing  in  the  Borough,  and  of 
two  persons  belonging  to  the  district  in  the  County  Hospital, 
three  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  were  registered,  making  a total 
of  27,  an  average  of  122  per  1000  living.  One  of  these  22 
deaths  occurred  in  a person  of  no  fixed  abode  and  could  not  be 
transferred. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

Four  children  died  under  one  year  of  age.  The  Notification 
of  Birth  Acts  is  not  in  force. 

Military. 

During  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  from  100  to  150 
Soldiers  have  been  billeted  in  Godmanchester,  their  health  has 
been  good,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  connected  with  them 
have  been  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Mortuary. 

A public  Mortuary  exists.
